natural then that here at Exeter should have been astublished the first independ- 
ent township republic in the How world. "It was an infant uemooracy founded oa 
the es In the case of Hampton, we can find no record of its having over 
beon formally incorporated, although it was settled (1655) uuor the direct super- 
vision of the General Court of Massacmmsettsa, who considersd thit the territory

This influence of Massachusetts over the early affairs of Now Hempshire 
was further strengthened by the union which took place in 1641. At that date 
the four towns united in asking Massachusetts to take them under her care, 
Belknap says that “had not the wiser people wseng them sought a union with Massa- 
chusetts, in all probability the settlements must have been fe pect sth ca Massa~ 
ohusetts was so glad of this opportunity to extend hor authority that she read~ 
ily granted the concession demanded by the towns; namely, that ‘the Test’ by 
which Massachusetts reyulred all voters and of fice-holders to be churoh monbers, 
was dispensed with, so far as New Hanpshire was ey ‘when, in 1679, New 
Hampshirites learned that the Masonian holrs were trying to have the King dise 
solve the union, they petitioned the King to amex thea to that province. And 


when Usher arrived in Portsmouth as Deputy Governor of the newly constituted 


Royal Provinces of New Hampshire, "the people submitted with extrema reluctance 
3 


to being under a government distinot fran Massacmsetts". 

Not only was Hew Hanpshire tims closely bound to Massachusetts politioally, 
but the manner in which all but the first two Reitlauents nar mide greatly 
strengthened this tie; that is, we know of only two towns, Dover and Portsmouth, 
whose inhabitants came to New Hampshire EES Oe (This, in 
spite of the fact that all of the four original towns were maritime, being on 


tide-water as far inland as Dover.) In the case of Exeter, "the first settlers

In the bork of discipline adocted by the New England yearly meeting in 1788 
one entire section is given to the question of elavery, beginning; "Ye fere 
vently went all in profession with us that they be careful to avoid being in 
any way concerned in rea‘ing the unrighteous profits of that iniquitous prace 
tics of dealing in negroes and other slaves."
